T discussed the m atter w ith Captain Aldrich and 
then issued the order for Rangers to be on duty a t the point 
w here trouble might occur, according to the sheriff,’’ Aiajor Craw - 
lord s statem ent said. 
“After thinking about the m atter more 
thoroughly, however, it did not seem to me that there was an 
occasion for police protection in excess of that which m ight be 
afforded by th** local peace officers. 
So, believing that the local 
officers could and ought to handle the m atter, and not desiring 
to liavc the State Ranger force meddle unnecessarily in local 
affairs, I cancelled the order. 
“ I was not requested or ordered 
to cancel this order by any individual, order or society.

“They have engaged men to patrol 
th eir lands to prevent violations of 
the gam e laws on their prem ises, pay­ 
ing the salaries of such men w ithout 
reim bursem ent from the state, who is 
ow ner of all wild game. *1 would re ­ 
commend th a t gam e sanctuaries he 
established in every section of the 
state .” 
The com m issioner expressed 
a hope th a t the legislature would in 
tim e establish the proposed state park 
in the Davis m ountains, as well as 
others, where needed. 
In advocating 
a universal hunting license, Mr. Boyd 
said th at, in his opinion, “a more ju st 
and equitable distribution of this tax 
for gam e preservation would be to re­ 
quire every hunter to pay a license 
fee, reducing the cost of such fee 
from $2 to $1.”
